Reynolds Warns Commerce Chamber 
of America that Too Strict 
Regulation is Fatal. 


TLANTIC CITY (N. J.) Sept. 
A 18.—George M. Reynolds, 
president of the Continental 
and Commercial National Bank of 
Chicago, in a speech at the conven- 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States here today, urging 
that the government make known 
immediately its war price policy, de- 
clared business would be injured by 
harsh legislative measures. Talk of 
too strict a regulation of business, 
he said, was causing uncertainty and 
uneasiness in industrial circles. 
“Stability and fairness in laws and 
regulations,” he said, “will enable 
business to get its bearings and put 
its entire strength back of the Presi- 
dent. Uncertainty, the mother of 
fear, breeds timidity, halts business 
and if not removed, results in de- 


pression. There ts no occasion for 
worry if the policies to be adopted 
and carried out are wise and definite 
and made known without too much 
delay.” 
PRAISED BY BAKER. 


The attitude of business towards 
the government was praised by 
Secretary of War Baker, who de- 
clared that no great military effort 
would be possible without the full 
support of industry. 

“IT am not here to praise idly your 
co-operation,” he said, “because in 
coming to the ald of the nation you

“You are here to answer,” he eaid, 
“by announcing that you have made 
money and that you will make 
mqney, but that you can make war 
as well. You are here representing 
the business men of the United 
States to show the world that there 
is a new American philosophy, a 
new day in which men are sized up 
not by what they have, but by what 
they give.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Deliv- 
ery of Liberty bonds to subscribers, 
Secretary McAdoo announced: to- 
night, will begin September 26. The 
twelve Federal reserve banks will 
distribute the issue. Considering 
the probable retention by many sub- 
scribers o* interim certificates, al- 
ready issued, officials estimate that 
the work of distribution will re- 
quire several weeks. The number of 
coupon bonds, Secretary McAdoo an- 
nounced tonight, is estimated by the 
Federal reserve banks as in excess 
of 8,700,000 pieces, of which more 
than 7,000,000 are of the $50 and 
$100 denominations. ° 

Secretary McAdoo repeated to- 
night his suggestion that holders of 
interim certificates would find it to 
their advantage in many instances 
to hold the certificates, instead of 
exchanging them for bonds, until 
Congress disposes of the bill author- 
izing 4 per cent. interest rate on the 
next offering. 

“It is apparent,” read Secretary 
McAdoo’s statement, “that if pend- 
ing legislation should be enacted and 
bonds should be issued bearing in- 
terest at a higher rate than 3% per 
cent. per annum and exempt from 
the normal income tax, in view of 
the resulting privilege of conversion, 
the demand for definitive 32% per 
cent..

NEW THOUGHTIST TELLS HOW 
IT MAY BE DONE. 


To Accomplish Desired Result 
One Must “Go into Silence” and 
then Bring About Cessation of 
Thought—Super-race Predicted 
After the War. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
ST. LOUIS, Sept. 18.—It is now 
possible to “telepath” messages to 
the soldiers in France, or to any one 
else in any other part of the world, 
according to Dr. Julia Seton, a lead- 
ing new thoughtist, who is attend- 
ing the third congress of the Inter- 


}national New Thought Alliance, now 
in convention here. 

In another generation, Dr. Seton 
said, when civilization has been en- 
veloped by new thought, out of 
which will evolve a super-race, there 
‘will be no more necessity for the 
telephone or the telegraph. Then it 
will be telepathy, and the present 
transmitting agencies will have 
passed into history. “ 

To send a “telepath,” as Dr. Seton 
explained it, one must “go into 
silence.” By this is meant, she says, 
the cessation of all thought. When 
this is accomplished a white light 
will flash up and the message will 
be transmitted by vibration. The 
impression message is interpreted by 
the lower mind, thus completing the 
process of transmission, 

Dr. Seton declared that the present 
new thoughtists are the corner-stone) 
of the super-race which is to follow 
so-called civilization. This super- 
race, she says, cannot exist as long 
as there is lust, hate and selfishness 
in the world. When these evils are 
superceded by new thought there 
will be no more wars and the mil- 
lenimum will have arrived. 

“The absent treatment transmitted 
to the absent one by thought vibra- 
tion, can be given to the boys in the 
trenches,” Dr. Seton declared. “If 
the recipients of the treatment were 
in the state of receptive mindedness, 
it would be possible through the in- 
tensification of the transmission of 
thought, to make cannon balls fall 
‘at their feet. 

“The big thing in it all is that

voyed. The more the policy of fast 
ships, which I have always advo- 
cated, is adopted, the less need there 
will be for convoys. 

“I am inclinéd to think that the 


jconvoy system is something of a con- 


descenison to the American navy on 
the part of the British naval authgqr- 
ities. There is a certain susceptibil- 
ity in these matters and it is natural 
that. America having entered the 
war and having suggested the meth- 
od of convoying, the British navy 
hesitates to criticise the suggestion. 

“Ite is my firm belief,” said Mr. 
Bird, “that the Minnehaha would not 
have been sunk if she had not been 
in a convoy.” I believe that if she 
could have relied on her speed and 
her power to zig-zag, she would have 
‘got through safely as on many pre- 
vious occasions.

The fastest ships, those making from 
eighteen to twenty knots, will not 
go in convoy because they know that.

ISLOYALTY HIT HARD BY ROOT 
AND MARSHALL. 

“No true-blue American who has read the 

great speech delivered by Elihu Root at 


Chicago last Friday and the address made | 


by Vice-President Marshall at New York 
Tuesday night can fail to be grateful to 
these American statesmen for turning the 
clean, white light of day onto the multi- 
farious treagon that alternately lurks and 


flaunts itself in this war-beset land. The 


air is better breathing for millions of loyal 
citizens since the words of these candid 
speeches were flashed over the United 
States. There is a kind of exultation that 
comes to people when someone of pene- 


coherent phrase the emotions that are 
sticking in their hearts and throats. This 
service, first Elihu Root and then Thomas 
A, Marshal] have Herformed for the stead- 
fast but troubled citizens of the country— 


paying the things that Americans long have 


been thinking and longing tv hear said with 
a bang. 

America, it has long been apparent, must 
reckon with two kinds of enemies within 
her borders in this war that is being waged 
for the rights and liberties of mankind. 
There are the actual enemy spies doing on 
American soi] the work of espionage and 
destruction that falls to their lot as mem- 
bers of the German military organization, 
and taking a spy’s chances; and there are 
the others of whom Root, the thunderer, 
and Marshall, too, spoke in their disserta- 
tions on traitors. 


All are tarred with the same stick—the 
alien hirelings who plant dynamite under 
bridges and public buildings; the German 
agents who incite riots among foreign resi- 
dents; the spies who keep the murderers 
of the sea informed of ship movements; the 
alien and native malcontents who in time 
of war hearken to the exhortations of the 


labor agitators; the rabbit breed that tie 


the hands of the government by their end- 
less wailings about the iniquities of re- 
sistance; the sordid crew who resent hav- 
ing to forego any comfort or make any sac- 
rifice even in the sacred names of patriot- 
ism and right; the politicians who would 
sell their country for the votes of German 
and pacifist constituencies; the German 
language editor who abuses a liberty of 
speech such as he never dreamed of at 
home to stir. up disloyalty among persons 
of German origin, and (oh, God, that we 
have to admit it!) THE AMERICAN PUB- 
LISHER WHO IS ENCOURAGING THE 
ENEMY AND TRYING TO UNDERMINE 
THE RESOLUTION OF THE AMERICAN 
PEOPLE BY SOWING BROADCAST THE 
SEEDS OF DISTRUST, DEPRESSION AND 
SEDITION. 

“Arguments against the war now are ene- 
my arguments,” Mr. Root told his mighty 
audience at Chicago. “The declaration of 
war between the United States and Ger- 
many completely changed the relations of 
all the inhabitants of the country to the 


subject of peace and war. A nation which - 


declares war and goes on discussing wheth- 
er it ought to have declared war or not is 
impotent, paralyzed, imbecile and earns the 
contempt of mankind and the certainty of 
humiliating defeat and subjection to foreign 
control. A democracy which cannot accept 
its own decisions, made in accordance with 


‘its own laws, but must keep on endlessly 


discussing questions already decided, has 
failed in the fundamental requirements of 
self-government.” 

A pandemonium of vociferous enthusiasm 
broke loose in the great Chicago Coliseum 
when Mr. Root struck home at the treach- 
erous German propagandists who call them- 
selves Americans. “The men who are 
speaking and writing and printing argu- 
ments against the war now, and against 
everything that is being done to carry on 
the war,” he sald, “are rendering more ef- 
fective service to Germany than they could 
render in the field with arms in their hands. 
The purpose and effect of what they are 
doing is so plain that it is impossible to 
resist the conclusion that the greater part 
of them are at heart traitors to the United 
States and wilfully seeking to bring about 
the triumph of Germany and the humilia- 
tion and defeat of their own country.” 

IT WAS NOT NECESSARY FOR MR. 
ROOT TO TAKE THE TROUBLE TO 
IDENTIFY THE MEIN HEB WAS ARRAIGN- 
ING. EVERYONE WHO HEARD HIS 
SPEECH AND EVERYONE WHO HAS 
SINCE READ IT IN COLD TYPE KNOWS 
BEYOND QUESTION JUST WHOM HB 
MEANT. 

Patriotic citizens from coast to coast had 
been wondering with rage in their hearts 
just how much longer this yellowish indi- 
vidual was going to be allowed to continue 
his vicious, nation-wide propaganda of 
treachery without being taken to task. Eli- 
hu Root was the man for the job and he 
handled the thing in a way that is calcu- 
lated to make the Herr publisher in ques- 
tion uneasy for some time to come. In 
fact, there has been an unwonted note of 
suppression in the syndicated mouthings of 
this pro-German worker for some four days 
in succession, and it is quite evident that 
the shoe fits his number nine so snugly that 
his editorial corns are throbbing. 

Nowhere else in the whole warring world 
outside of Russia has such a campaign of 
insidious and. multiform treachery been 
seen as that which has been carried on in 
this self-styled American's chain of news- 
papers since his own country entered the 
lists for civilization and democracy. From 
the beginning of the war he had been al- 
most hysterically pro-German, keeping his 
columns packed with fulsome laudation of 
everything German and constituting himself 
official explainer, justifier and alibier for 
the series of revolting acts against the laws 
of God and nations perpetrated by Prussian- 
ism. There has been more of caution and 
cowardly cunning in his methods since 
America began to arm, it is true, but he 
has continued to play the game of the Prus- 
sian devils in so far as he has dared and 
been able. 

His real purposes are always camouflaged 
behind a sloppy, effusive protestation of 
patriotic motives. His treason is invaria- 
bly gooed over with mushy references to 
the fag. He warns us that our Allies are 
a treacherous lot and not to be trusted. 
England is the real enemy of mankind. 
Britain wants to destroy Germany's ships, 
grab Calais from France, usurp Germany’s 
place in Belgium and rule the world. “Our 


own dear country” has been dragged into 


the war to help out in the wicked scheme 
Germany ts our frien¢d. Germany has been

strike that blow, but Germany will strike 
unless the Allies listen to her fair proposi- 
tions. France is bled white, incapable of 
further resistance. The German subma- 
rines have all but finished their work. (The 
news on the first page belies all this, but 
that doesn’t make any difference.) Italy 
is on her last legs. Russia is.done. Eng- 
Jand has scraped the box for men ani is at 
the end of her string. (There is another 
one about England having 3,000,000 Tom- 
mies idling at home while France does the 
fighting.) America, of course, with all her 
resources, her mighty, valorous hosts, fired 
by the spirit of Bunker Hill and so on. (Ta!

ing Germany just to help England! 

Again: The war is sure to bankrupt 
America. Unborn generations mugt suffer 
poverty because of ft. Let us demand that 
the President at once state the terms of 
peace and the objects of the war before we 
put up another dollar. (Another strain 
from “The Star Spangled Banner!”) Amer- 
ica’s sons are needed at home to defend 
their own native land. They will die to a 
man ere an invader (Japan, likely enough) 
be allowed to set foot on their thresholds, 


but only those who can “conscientiously” 


do so should be asked to go to France. 
“Further service in war should be a matter 
of choice with Americans.” Again he rings

Frightfulness Will Defeat Germany. 
[Pittsburgh -Gazette-Times:] We 
would like to be able to believe the 
German attacks on American hos- 
pitals in France were accidental. 
That is tmpossible. The record is 
against any such probability. 
Slaughter of the defenseless has be- 
come fixed as a part of the German 
scheme of frightfulness. The con- 


| clusion cannot be avoided that the 


bombings of our agents of mercy 
were deliberate. They were intend- 
ed as notice that no humane consid- 
erations shall deter the Germans 
from carrying out their determina- 
tion to win the war. We are to be 
frightened into withholding our 
might, whieh, once it is thrown into 
the balance, will bring victory to the 
forces of democracy. But it will 
not work. The effect will be the re- 
verse of that calculated by the mon- 
sters directing the German cam- 
paign. Another miscalculation has 
been made at Berlin. Instead of giv- 
ing us pause, the evidence of Ger- 
man purpose will steel our determi- 
nation to press on to victory. We 
might endure defeat at the hands of 
an honorable foe; we cannot yield 
to the barbarisms of the twentieth 
century scourge of the world. 

The more horrible the practices 
resorted to by Germany the more 
imperative that she be beaten. The 
exhibits of character and policy 
made by orders from Berlin require 
that the powers capable of conceiv- 
ing and executing the outrages must 
be obliterated. A world under the 
domination of the modern Hun 
would be worse than a world en- 
slaved. It would be a world plun- 
dered, tortured and murdered. Safe- 
ty there would be for none. It is 
impossible that such a power can 
win and dictate the terms of a peace 
that would be no peace at all, but 
would set back civilization a thou- 
sand years and restore feudal strife 
as the chief occupation of all the 
peoples. Germany's horrendous 
course will not be without benefit to 
the world, terrible as it is to con- 
template, for the more ruthless she 
becomes the more certain her ex- 
tirpation as a power for evil. Ger 
many is digging her own grave. 

As to Hate. 

[Chicago Herald:} At the first 
camp at Fort Sheridan, through the 
-Y.M.C.A,, the general value of whose 
work could hardly be overestimated, 
a little pledge was issued to the men 
for signature. Among other things, 
the signers promised to fight “with- 
out hate or brutality.” Some 10 per 
cent of the men refused to sign, and 
among that 10 per cent. a certain 
number refused because they could 
not pledge themselves not to hate. 

- Are they wrong? Is it possible to 
continue such a war as the present 
one without hate? War means suf- 
fering of a thousand kinds—physical 
endurance of the horrors of trench 
surroundings and torn bodies, spirit- 
ual endurance of an evil] that is sim 
ply blasting. This war, if our Prest- 
dent is to be believed and our own 
instincts and information are to be 
trusted, was forced upon us and is 
continued by a single group of a sin- 
gie nation, willing to sacrifice any- 
thing and everything to its own 
longing for aggrandizement and 
power. Was there ever a philoso- 
pher in the world, even He who for 
gave His own enemies upon the 
cross, who would counsel forgive- 
ness of such enemies as these? 

Let us clear our minds of cant. 
Of course we hate the Kaiser and 
the Kaiser’s counselors. And since 
the Kaiser chooses to wage war 
after the fashion of an African tribal 
headsman, with poison and plot and 
utter wantonness of murder, to red- 
den his hands in the blood of babies 
and reduce countrysides to ash heaps, 
is there any possibility of not hating 
his instruments who carry out his 
will, so long as they are in the act 
of destruction? Would you punish 
a physician who spread infantile pa- 
ralysis or who sent his assistants to 
scatter the taint of leprosy through 
a community? Would you punish 
him and them in a spirit of calm, 
scientific desire for the betterment 
of humanity? That spirit would be 
behind the punishment, but it would 
be moved by and filled with bitter 
hate. Is that spirit unchristian? 
Who spoke of a generation of vi- 
pers? If the Kaiser is an honorable 
and upright ruler, if the men about 
him are honest and well-meaning 
counselors, why is the world still 
fighting? If not, how can the world 
help hating?

There have been several reports 
made to the local agents of the De- 
partment of Justice in regard to the 
alleged activities of Kampman since 
coming to Hollywood, but there is 
nothing given out along this line. 

Under the rule of action adopted 
by the government since the declara- 
tion of war, it is not necessary to 
allege an overt act on the part of 
an “alien enemy” in order to bring 
about an arrest and internment. The 
fact that he is an “alien enemy” 
is sufficient. This seems to be the 
case in the present instance. 

It is hinted, however, that a 
young woman now in the Hast, who 
had been at one time a very close 
friend of the physician, furnished 
the information that led to his ar- 
rest.

Uniawful. 
RULE AGAINST | 
TITLE CONCERNS 


Torrens Companies Operating 
Illegally, is Decision. 


Perform Functions Vested in 
Attorneys by Statutes. 


Verdict of Judge will Have 
Far-reaching Effect. 


Serious difficulties beset the opera- 
tion of the so-called Torrens title 
companies, which make a _ business 
of registering real estate under the 
Torrens land law of California, as 
the result of a decision rendered 
yesterday by Judge Hinshaw of De- 
partment A of the justice courts, 
holding that these concerns, being 
corporations, have no right to per- 
form services which may be legally 
performed only by attorneys-at-law, 
and such as must be performed in 
the registration of land. 

The decision, barring appeal, 
brings to an end an action brought 
by the former directors of the now 
defunct Torrens Title and Abstract 
Corporation, as trustees, against A. 
C. and Violet Haigler to recover for 
services alleged to have been ren- 
dered by the corporation in the con- 
duct of proceedings to register title 
to property of the defendants. The 
action came up for trial August 17, 
the plaintiffs being represented by 
William J. Palmer, one of their 
number, and the defendants by B. 
Roy Schauer. 

A lively contest over many moot- 
ed points tn the allegations had been 
anticipated, and the case had been 
followed with not a little interest by 
realty men and others having occa- 
sion to go Into land title matters. 
The interest was increased when the 
attorney for the 
posed the suggestion that it wag the 
duty of the court to dismiss the ac- 
tion for the reason that the contract 
sought to be enforced had for its ob- 
ject a violation of law, In that the 
plaintiff corporation had no right to 
undertake to carry it out. 

The verdict rendered yesterday 
promises to have a far-reaching ef- 
fect, acting. if it is sustained on pos- 
sible appeal, to throw.the registry 
corporations of the State out of busi- 
ness, and to restrict the handling of 
Torrens registration procedures 
attorneys.

EDISON SELLS 
TO PASADENA. 


Long War Ends Between City 
and Corporation. 


Municipality will Buy Power 
for Thirty Years. 


Los Angeles Bureau to Lose 
Customer by Deal. 


(BY DIRECT DISPATCH. } 

PASADENA, Sept. 19.——Adopting 
@e identical plan by which the Los 
Angeles power controversy was set- 
tled between the city and the South- 
ern California Edison Company, 
plans were announced yesterday 
afternoon by Engineer C. W. Koiner 
of the municipal lighting plant for 
the purchase by the city of Pasadena 


of the Edison system in Pasadena 
for approximately $500,000. 

Under the terms of the contract 
the Edison sysiem here is to be 
leased to the city for two years, 
after which the city will purchase 
it and, as a condition of the sale, 
will for thirty years purchase pow- 
er from the Edison Company at 
wholesale. This plan will permit the 
use of hydro-electric power and will 
save the city the necessity of pur- 
chasing ofl at the present high mar- 
ket for the manufacture of current. 
Through the fact that Engineer 
Koiner was a special representative 
of the city of Los Angeles during 
the Los Angeles settlement, he gath- 
ered together without expense to 
the city of Pasadena the data neces- 
Sary to draw the necessary agree- 
ment. In July Koiner was instruct- 
ed by Commissioner Salisbury to 
Prepare a final report for submis- 


sion to the Commissioners. 


THE DETAILS. 


In his report made public yester- 
day Koiner points out that the set- 


‘thement planned will remove more 


than 6000 duplicate poles from the 
city streets and will eliminate the 
waste due to competition that has 
been strangling the growth of the 
municipal plant. Koiner’s report 
covers the following points:
